For a generation Americans' place 


of residence and manner of doing 
business have been predicated on the 
unrestricted use of automobiles. 


Many a business man throughout 


the nation lives 10 to 20 miles from 
his business. Many a customer drives 
that far to do her daily shopping. 


How will the car and tire stoppage 


affect them? 


Will people evacuate the suburban 


areas and move back to the central 
cities, there to live compactly once 
more? 


Will all long-range buying cease, 


and will business once more revolve 
entirely around the neighborhood store 
but a few bocks distant? 
'"' The answer depends on how long 
the war lasts. Should it run for a 
generation, as in the days of Napoleon, 
the answer might be that all these 
things will happen—turning back the 
pages of American civilian economy 
for 50 years. 


But assuming that the war runs 


only a few years we are likely to 
see more change in the nature and 
appearance of the articles we buy 
than in the marketing system which 
handles them. 


Fully half the cost of maintaining 


an automobile is the depreciation and 
other "overhead" of merely own- 
ing one. So long as Americans own 
automobiles they will use them. And 
so long as they use them there 
should not be any far-reaching changes 
in the residential and merchandising 
habits that we now know. 


I grant you there will be inconven- 


ience in the future as regards auto- 
mobile tires. But the resort and travel 
people will be the ones to worry 
about that. We may not be able lo 
risk long trips— but even indifferent 
tires will carry the American people 
about their daily tasks for a long 
time to come.

All Can Serve — 
Including Lindbergh 


It is not a time to harbor past grud- 


ges, to brood over past mistakes, to 
moon over might-hav.e-beens. A lot 
of slates were wiped clean on Decem- 
ber 7, 1941. In a sense everything be- 
gan from the beginning on that day. 
It is what we do now and here- 
after (hat counts. What we thought 
or did not think, did or did not do, 
before that day when actual war 
came, is all tinged with unreality. 


In this war for our existence, ey- 


ery man and woman must bear a 
share; every hand will be needed. 


A man named Charles Augustus 


Lindbergh trained 17 years ago as 
an Army flyer. Later the holder 
of a reserve commission which he 
resigned April 28, 1941, he now wishes 
to be of service again. Though this 
man was against American involve- 
ment in war, so were many others. 
Yet since war has come, they wish 
to serve. Though this man repeated- 
ly said that the war could not be 
won, 
and that to send military sup- 


plies to the Philippines was to strip 
American home defense, he probably 
realizes now that the war MUST be 
won, CAN be won, and WILL be won. 


It would be a mistake to reject the 


services of any man today who can 
prove by action that he is willing to 
help. It is today's action, not yester- 
day's word, that is the measure. 


Nothing would be gained by making 


an issue of Lindbergh's case. As a mat- 
ter of fact ,it is not highly important. 


Lindbergh trained as an Army fly- 


ing cadet at Kelly and Brooks fields 
17 years ago .He flew the mail brief- 
ly. He became a captain in the Mis- 
souri National Guard. After his civil- 
ian flight to Paris he was given a 
colonelcy which was largely honor- 
ary. He served brief tours of active 
duty in 1925, 1927, and 1939, the last 
largely inspectional. He has never 
done the refresher flying required of

American Forces 
Dominate World 
Battle Fronts 


Running Battle 
With Jap Invasion 
Fleet Enters 
Fifth Day 


By the Associated Press 
American battle forces dominated 


the new on far flung warfronts Tues- 
day as Britain wildly cheered the 
arrival of n second AEF vanguard 
in northern Ireland and halfway a- 
round the world U. S. planes and 
submarines slashed at the rcmenants 
of a once powerful Japanese invasion 
army off Dutch Borneo. 


In the Philippines two American 


pursuit planes shot down two Rising 
Sun dive bombers and disabled a 
third in the last 24-hours and Amer- 
ican torpedo boats engaged a forma- 
tion of dive bombers, hitting three. 


In the great American-Dutch naval 


victory off Borneo, Netherlands East 
Indies accounts claimed only 28 Jap- 
anese .ships sunk and damaged and 
13 planes downed—and accounts list- 
ed six others as less heavily damag- 
ed. 


Prcsing home Japan's first major 


defeat the defending American and 
Dutch forces already have sunk or 
damaged 344 Japanese warships and 
troop transports in the shark-infested 
waters of the strait of Macassar. The 
running battle continued into its 
fifth day Tuesday. 


In addition a dispatch from Batavia 


said another heavy Japanese warship, 
believed to have been a battleship, 
had been sunk in the Macassar straits, 


Tokyo headquarters acknowledged 


that four Japanese transports were 
lost in the battle last Friday during 
landing operations at Balik Papan, 
rich oil center on the east coast of 
Dutch Borneo facing the Macassar 
strait. 


On the Malayan front the critical 


battle for Singapore raged with fury 
as the Japanese scored a 12-mile ad- 
vance on the west coast and bitter 
figj-iting 
developed at Senggarang, 


only 48 miles north of Singapore. 


Front line dispatches said the key 


rail and highway town of Kluang, 
50 miles above Singapore had ap- 
parently fallen. The British acknow- 
ledged fighting south of there. 


Balancing reverses in Malaya the 


arrival of American troops in England 
and an official disclosure that U. S. 
bombers would join the RAF bright- 
ened the outlook. 


In England the cry spread like 


wildfire: 


"The Yanks are here." 
Spectators jammed the streets as 


troops inarched out of dockyards af- 
ter a brief official greeting to swing 
along in full battle kit to the strains 
of "Marching Through Georgia." 


The contingent, commanded by Ma- 


jor Russell P. Hartlc, was described 
officially as "combat troops—several 
thousand strong."

Tuesday with a picture of growing 
Alhed might and unity and demand- 
ed that Parliament vote confidence in 
his government. 


Against the frank admission that 


bad news comes from the Pacific bat- 
tlefront he told commons that U. S.' 
troops which have landed in Ireland 
are only a vanguard of more to come:. 


"U, S. fighter planes will help de- 


fend Britain against air assault and 
U. S. bombers will join the' RAF in 
the bombing of Germany. 


"Considerable reinforcements have 


reached the Malayan front in the past 
week. 


"We have taken many measures 


with the United States to increase 
security of Australia and New Zea- 
land and by sending reinforcements, 
arms and equipment 
by the best 
routes. 


Demands Confidence 
"It is because I see the light gleam- 


ing behind the clouds and broaden- 
ing upon our path," he said at the 
end of the report of good and evil 
in Britain's war fortunes, "that makes 
me so bold now as to demand a de- 
claration of confidence of the House 
of Commons as a weapon in the arm- 
ory of the United nations." 


At the close of his speech the House 


of Commons began a debate on Bri- 
tain's war direction which Churchill 
will wind up this week with an-, 
othej-

ing over the crown of the tooth;

3. No. Teeth are attached to the 


skeleton, but do not form a part 
of it. 


4. Incisors, or cutting teeth, are 


at the front of the mouth; canines

Best Perscription 
Is to Keep 
Them Busy

AP Feature Service Writer 
Keep them busy. 
That's the best prescription for the 


guidance of children in wartime, lead- 
ing child psychologists now agree. 


American parents, apprehensive as 


to the effect of the present war psy- 
chology on their children, may take 
comfort in the experience of English 
fathers and mothers, who have found 
that little Johnny and Mary often 
weather the war alarms more calm- 
ly than their parents. 


"Children can stand a lot more than 


you might think," says Mrs. Sidonie 
M. Gruenberg, director of the Child 
Study Association of America, now 
planning a series fo war instruction 
classes for parents. "Too much pro- 
tection is almost worse than too little. 


"Tho best plan is to encourage chil- 


dren to continue the daily pattern 
of their lives with as little change 
as possible. Don't alarm them with 
constant discussion of the war and 
its dangers. But on the other hand 
don't exclude them from any dis- 
cussion of the war. Teach them to 
take it in their stride." 


Mrs. Gruenberg believes that the 


attitude of children toward war and 
its dangers depends entirely-on the 
parents. If father nnd mother remain 
calm in the midst of rumors and 
alarms, the children will feel a sense , 
of security. If, however, parents be- '. 
come hysterical, the children are likely 
to follow suit. 


Older children may be given cer- 


tain responsibilities—things to do in 
case of an air raid. Younger chil- 
dren may be taught to play war 
games, so that the real thing, if and 
when it comes, will not be a shock.

terial. This information should be 
obtained from labels, clerks, and store 
buyers when the purchase is made. 


Most important step, however, in 


taking care of clothing is the clean- 
ing or laundering of the. garment. 
Pointing out that the proper method 
of cleaning a garment varies with 
the fibers in the fabric, Miss Fletcher, 
gives the following directions 
foi 


cleaning wool, rayon, and cotton as 
recommended by Miss Sue Marshal 
of the University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture. 


The right way to wash wool is to 


use warm, soft water and mild soap. 
Squeeze 
suds through 
cloth—don't 


rub. Dry in a warm place, but riot 
near a fire or in direct 
sunlight. 


Stretch knit garments into shape while 
they are damp and lay them out 
flat to dry. Pi-ess other wool gar- 
ments while they are still damp with 
a medium-hot iron and a pressing 
cloth. 


Rough handling while it is wet, 


harsh soap, sudden extremes of tem- 
peratures in washing wale ror dry- 
ing cause a wool garment to become 
boardy. 


For washable rayons, heavy luke- 


warm suds of neutral soaps should be 
used. Do not rub, but handle them 
with particular care while they are 
wet. Rinse in water the same tem- 
perature of the wash water. Iron with 
a modeately warm iron. For acetate 
rayons, keep the temperature even 
lower. It is a good idea to try the 
iron first on the back part of a hem 
or a seam to make sure it is not 
so hot it will melt the rayon. 


The sensible way t oclean most 


cottons is to wash them. Colored 
options need to be colorfast both to 
washing and to light if they are to 
be satisfactory for long wear. 


Since the present price of eggs and 


the need for greater production in 
the Farm Defense Program will pro- 
bably increase the demand for baby 
chicks for the coming season, prospec- 
tive buyers of chicks should place 
their orders soon so that they may 
be certain of getting early hatched 
chicks, says Miss Fletcher, county 
home demonstration agent. 


The best time for hatching chicks, 


Miss Fletcher says, will, of course, 
vary with the.breed of chickens and 
the purpose for which they are grown. 


In this regard, S. A. Moore of the 


University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, recommends that broil- 
ers be hatched before April and that, 
of the chicks hatched for egg pro- 
duction, White leghorns hatched in 
April and other breeds a month earl- 
ier. 


Stressing the fact that 
broilers 


should be placed on the market early 
if they are to bring the best prices, 
the Extension poultry specialist points 
out that broilers hatched after the 
first of April usually sell for lower 
prices than those hatched earlier. 


As for chicks grown for egg pro- 


duction, these shoud be hatched with 
the view of bringing them into pro- 
duction at a season when egg prices 
are highest, Moore says. Pullets ma- 
turing in September or early October 
are usually the most profitable. Since 
White Leghorns and similar breeds 
mature more rapidly than such breeds 
as Rocks, Reds, and Wyandottes, the 
Leghorns may be hatched later. Leg- 
horns hatched in April, and other 
breeds hatched a month earlier should 
reach maturity about the proper time. 
Birds hatched much earlier than this 
are apt to molt in the fall and the 
advantage of early hatching will be 
lost, the Extension specialist says.
